OUR NATAL DAT. 


This is the fond term used by some 


to designate the Fourth of July. It 
is the only real thoroughbred holiday 
of the national sort that we Ameri- 
cans boast. Washington's birth-day 
is a clever extension on the Fourth of 
July, and Decoration Day is growing 
in favor. But "The Day we Cele- 
brate" above all others, is the one 
for our money; at least it was once. 
It is everybody's duty to help a little, 
however, toward keeping the occasion 
green in the land. Its associations 
cannot be separated from the free use 
of guns, bells, drums and all that 
most interests the average youth of 
the country, and we look upon the 
limitations attempting to be put upon 
the burning of powder on that day, 
as tending to deaden the patriotic 
sentiment in the breasts of the peo- 
ple on the most important point in 
the history of the Government. What 
if a few powder murks here and there 
do ensue, and an occasional building 
be reduced to ashes? It is an ill wind 
that blows no good, and the compar- 
atively few accidents only help to ad 
Tertise the occasion. As to the read 
ing of the Declaration and the usual 
stump oratory, we have our preju- 
dices. Most of those who have to 
hear it, are bored. 
Occasionally 


some orators of the day will sum up 
the situation of the country in a way 
to deserve a permanent place in the 
public records. Lincoln's pithy ad- 
dress on the battlefield at Gettysburg 
is much more interesting reading to a 
tired and thirsty audience, and much 
more impressive on the scale of pat- 
riotism, and we would respectfully 
request that it be substituted in place 
of the prosy Declaration, and let tlie 
latter be found when wanted just as 
we look up the Constitution or the 
sermon on the Mount. Give the boys 
every opportunity possible to enjoy 
themselves in their own way. 


Is "W. E." Turner, alias -'Rev. 


W. E." Turner,a!ias "Judge" Turner 
the local option blowhard, the same 
man who was known on the Waikato 
river, New Zealand, about eight years 
ago, as "Hellfire Jack"? if so, did 
he ever keep a "hotel" at alittle town 
,on that river? AVas he ever Captain 
,of a Government steam trausport 
vessel? Did he ever indulge in hocse- 
jacing in New Zealand? What were 
.the facts in relation to that celebra- 
ted iace in which "Day and Martin" 
participated? On his way to Amer- 
ica did he stop at Honolulu? How 
did he reach ,Sau Francisco? Did he 
,ever chase a man out of Waikato with 
a .revolver? Did he ever command a 
:sciow which ian up the coast from 
;San Francisco? How long did he 
.count oranges for a livelihood in San 
Francisco? Is he a dangerous man? 
What was his reputation in New Zea- 
land. Will local option Turner in- 
form the public when neit gets he 
upon the stage, upon these points? 
It is not right that Oakland should 
bo entertaining acgels unawares. 


When one takes a second thought 


about it, the results of the local op- 
tion law present the most absurd and 
disgusting state of affairs ever in- 
flicted upon a civilized community. 
We were disposed to censure those 
saloon, or rather beer-garden people, 
for their proposed proscription to- 
ward tlie authors and advocates 01 
the law, but since the dozen attempts 
to enforce the act in our immediate 
vicinity have developed tlie hideous 
character of the measure, our views 
have undergone a change. 
The 


whole question, however, is a new 
one to the State; that is, the people 
have nevor had any practical expe- 
rience of tlie kind, and only know by 
report as it were, that Maine and 
Massachusetts have tried to enfoice 
some sort of prohibitory laws. The 
local option law is now ou its rounds, 
and people can see and know of its 
beauties just as clearly as a child can 
take in a circus and menagerie com- 
bined. The clown, laughing hyena, 
mid entire howling wilderness, with 
prayer-mil! attachment, is now doing 
the rural settlements at regular inter- 
vals, to full houh.es. 
The same 


amount if not kind of enthusiasm, is 
excited among grown people in this 
business that is known to youth on 
the account of a show; they all want 
to ' 'follow it off." The traveling ex- 
hibition usually takes a fresh start 
in the early summer, with the rural 
towns, and gradually approaches 
winter quarters in the cities. So 
with the local option combination. 
It spread its tent at Woodland, has 
traversed the State like a jack-o'- 
lantern somewhat—now here, now 
there—until it interested the metrop- 
olis itself. It is a beautiful thing to 
contemplate. A single county can 
have as many elections as it has 
townships, and thus the devil will be 
to pay for the next year and a half, 
unless the good sense of all con- 
cerned decides to drop it. The Su- 
preme Court may or may not put a 
stop to this distracting display. Had 
the Legislature enacted a liquor law 
of some kind to apply to the whole 
State alike, there would have been 
somes justness about its application. 
As it is, there can be no fair test of 
the sense of the people on such a 
peculiar question. 
Local option 


practically makes whisky-selling a 
crime in Oakland and legitimate in 
Alameda, and it is keeping the whole 
country in an uproar for months. 
The 
next disturbance 
occurs at 


Sau Leandro, and so on around; 
besides 
this, 
the 
whole 
State 


is never done talking and work- 
ing and spending money on the dis- 
tressing theme. San Leandro can no 
more expect a free, fair election than 
was that in Alameda yesterday. The 
hundreds of towns around the bay, 
and within easy reach of San Eran- 
cisco, are in the position of BO many 
camps of an army besieging a large 
city, with this difference: the former 
are acting in separate squads while 
the latter is compactly united and 
can make sorties of an overwhelming 
character. The timid suburbs are 
now in a state of terror, and the end 
is not yet. The law is the woik of 
very short-sighted statesmen, it not 
fools, fanatics or knaves; its effect is 
devilish. These elections are so dif- 
ferent in their objects from all others 
fche people are accustomed, that no 
words can describe their tendencies. 
The filling of a few petty offices in a 
township once a year, is a mere mat- 
ter of form in comparison; but this 
local option law strikes at the root of 
a long established industry. CaU it 
what yon may. It does, not go about 
its work in a manly way; that is, the 
whole State taking a vote on it the 
same day and ending it, but it goes 
sneaking" or ranting about from town 
to town, everybody's nose in every 
bodyelse's business, from day to day, 
year in and year out. We can imag- 
ine nothing on the face of the earth, 
in the heavens or in the orthodox tiv- 
feruo, that canjhold a candle to 'this 
case in question. It should bd a les- 
son to the State for all time. 


OTBERHATOKIAL PROSPECTS. 


It is a little early to talk about who

will or will not be the next Gover- 
nor of this State, but as W. W. 'Pen- 
degast is said to be a candidate, and 
was also author of the local option 
law, it might be just as well to say 
that he has some time yet to improve 
ah a statesman. It may be that the 
author of that law foresaw the beau- 
ties of its application, and is now en- 
joying the joke. At all events the 
law as it stands should be read out o1 
the books as a nuisance. The can- 
didate foi Governor, or whoever else 
fathered it, ought to have seen, if in 
earnest, that the real voice of tlie 
people could not be heard on this 
iiquor question 
as the luw now 


stands. The elections tihonld hav 
been simultaueoub, thus compelling 
each couiinuuity to stay at home anil 
let the business of other people 
aloue. This hv vding circus affair is 
enough to disgust a rigiit-thinkiug 
person with the whole theory of elec- 
tions, where tlia people of every tom- 
muuity is equally interested in a 
question to be voted on.

DUBIKO the same year that Fred. 


Clarke killed Zelotus Reed, a native 
Calif ornian named Bartolo Sepulveda 
murdered Otto Ludovisci in Sunol 
valley. Clarke, through the inter- 
vention of the Judges—first Crocket 
of the Supreme Court, and subse- 
quently Dwinelle of the Fifteenth 
District Court—was never so much 
as imprisoned for his offense. Se- 
pulveda resorted to native cuaning 
instead of legal trickery, and for a 
time evaded the officers of the law, 
but was ultimately brought to trial. 
Unfortunately for Sepnlveda be could 
not envelope the Grand Jury with ,ui 
atmosphere of his "respectability," 
as was done in the ease of Clarke, 
and although the evidence against 
him was purely circumstantial, lie 
was convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged. An error in the trial stayed 
execution and gave him a new trial, 
which has just resulted in n second 
conviction and • sentence 
to 
im- 


prisonment for life; But ,the aris- 
tocratic Clarke hasn't been 'dis- 
turbed since Judge Crockett "in 
view of his social position and his 
ability to give bail in any required 
sum," allowed the cowardly, blne- 
bloodcd murderer to go at large. It 
is not likely that lie will ever be 
brought to answer at the bar of jus- 
tice for bis crime so long as Dwindle 
can prevent. In the name of Clarke's 
victim; in the name of -justice; in 
the name oC the people and of decen- 
cy, we call upon the District Attor- 
ney to force the recreant Judge to 
stand from between the criminal and 
justice! ^^^^^^^a^mml^ 


Now that the District Attorney has 


worked the Sepulveda murder case 
off, it is probable that he will devote 
his attention to the Clarke-Keed 
case and endeavor to get a decision 
from Dwinelle. It is more than like- 
ly that the case will have to be re- 
argued, as so long a time has elapsed 
since it was submitted to the consid- 
eration of the honorable Judge that 
he has probably forgotten the points. 
He may be laboring under the im- 
pression that it is his duty to prevent 
Clarke from being' tried; if- so', the 
legal representative of the people 
should endeavor to remove the delu- 
sion, even if he is compelled to ex- 
haust every appliance known to the 
profession.
